was near th e line of tlie Ffjuatbr. In 
the tropics alone did nature afford full 
opportunities for unscientific m en to 
become opulent and powerful.

The peo­ 
ple have passed aw ay, th eir cities are 
covered w ith the decay of -centuries, 
and no record rem ains to reveal the 
causes of th eir sad fate. 
We are left 
to learn the story from the pnge of 
science.

This carries us back in the dim past 
when the continent first emerged from 
the face of the w aters. The plow-sbare 
of ruin first threw up that m ighty 
barrier the Rocky m ountains o u tlie 
edge ofthe “V asty Deep.” Then out 
am id the foaming billows was seen 
the crest of the Sierras. G radually 
they lifted them selves, im prisoning 
w ithin their g rasp a vast ocean. Slow­ 
ly the whole W estern side ofthe con­ 
tinent rose up towards the clouds and 
the Imprisoned waters finding crevices 
in the rooks trickled hack to its an ­ 
cient level or was carried offby evap­ 
oration. 
Only a small spot of it Is 
left in U tah—the Great Balt Lake— 
but its saline 
burden is scattered 
broadcast over the land, and the mon­ 
sters that sported in its depths have 
left their bones upon the loftiest peaks.- 
As tiie land appeared ahove th e ocean 
veiretation sprang up over all not cov­ 
ered l»y tht water, and our coast was 
a happy abiding place for man. 
A ri­ 
zona and N ew -Mexico were equal in 
fertility to any part ofthe globe. The 
vast body of w ater to the N orth of 
them sent its rains to m ingle w ith 
those from the Pacific coast, and tem ­ 
pered the clim ate to perfection. 
But 
their m ountains began to decay and 
send their porous soil into th e valleys 
which lessued tlie rainfall and destroy­ 
ed the forests. 
The sea which cov­ 
ered U tah ceased to exist, the rainfall 
became so unreliable a s to prohibit 
agriculture and their flocks died, and 
yaw ning earthquakes swallowed them 
up. They perished one by one or 
sunk back into hopeless barbarism and 
lost even all their traditions of former 
glory. Thus the great territory was 
left w ith its vast m ineral resources for 
the use of the enlightened Caucasian 
race. 
W ith the diamond drill and 
the quartz m ill its rugged m ountains 
will give up th eir treasures, and with 
the irrigating ditch and tlie improved 
boring augers bringing the artesian 
waters to the surface, agriculture will 
flourish and proud cities grow above 
the buried habitations of lost tribes.
